An Ordinance further to amend the Madhya Pradesh Adhyaksha 
Tatha Upadyaksha (Vetan Tatha Bhatta) Adhiniyam, 1972 and 
the Madhya Pradesh Vidhan Mandal Neta Pratipaksha (Vetan 
Tatha Bhatta) Adhiniyam, 1980 

Whereas by a proclamation issued on the 15th day of December, 1992 
by the President under article 356 of the Constitution, the powers of 
the Legislature of the State of Madhya Pradesh have been declared to 
be exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament; 

And whereas the Madhya Pradesh Adhyaksha Tatha Upadhyaksha 
Tatha Neta Pratipaksha (Vetan Tatha Bhatta) Vidhi SaTishodhan 
Adhyadesh, 1992 to provide for the aforesaid matters was promulgated 
by the Governor on the 23th October, 1992; 
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And whereas Parliament is riot in session and the President is satis¬ 
fied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action: 

Now, therefore^ in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (l) 
of article 128 of the Constitution arid of all other powers enabling him 
in that behalf, the President is- -fdfeased - to promulgate the following 
Ordinance:— i

have effect subject to the amendments specified in sections 3 and 4.

4- For section 4 of the Madhya Pradesh Vidhan Mandal Neta Prati¬
